It will he but a few days now until the work of regis­ 
tering the man power of the nation, in accordance with the 
provisions of the recently enacted law will begin. 
Following the registration will come the more critical 
and exacting work of classifying the registrants for sen 
ice and, regarding that work, a word of warning to people 
generally is not only proper but important. 
While the exemptions provided for iii the new law 
are somewhat broader than those in the old law the meth­ 
od of proof in support of exemption claims is practically 
the same and like the old is exact, carrying with it severe 
penalties for violations. 
That feature of the law is referred to at this time es­ 
pecially to warn people that they should use extreme cau­ 
tion before affixing their names to any affidavit. 
The government must deal with millions of individ­ 
uals and millions of claims and must he exact. While the 
work of classifying tile registrants under the old law was 
in progress some affidavits were filed, which subsequent 
investigation disclosed were not wholly in accordance 
with tile facts. Where no intentional wrong was intended 
the government officials were sometimes lenient and for­ 
gave the offense. 
This time the government officials cannot he annoy­ 
ed and delayed by careless affidavit makers. 
Reckless­ 
ness of fact will he punished and punished severely, inst 
as a willful wrong. With the tremendous work on hand 
every man should use every care lo see that the affidavit 
which lie is asked to subscribe is st rid I v according to fact.
